The Plus Program is a nation-wide federally funded TRIO grant program from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Education. 


The Plus Program is dedicated to helping a minimum of 150 students at Clatsop Community 
College. Eligible students who are committed to their college education will be offered free academic 
and support services. 


Some of the services provided are: 


Class Advising, Tutoring (individual, peer, or group), Workshops, Counseling
